This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: 

This application contains sequence disclosures that are encompassed by the 
definitions for nucleotide and/or amino acid sequences set forth in 37 CFR 
§§1.821 (a)(1) and (a)(2). See, for example, sequences in paragraph [0035]. However, 
this application fails to comply with the requirements of 37 CFR §§ 1 .821 through 1 .825 
because amending, filed 7/13/01, contains paragraph indications for replacing 
paragraphs with sequences therein which are not corresponding paragraphs as filed 
with said sequences. For example, paragraph [0035], as filed, contains two sequences 
which fall under these sequence rules. No replacement paragraph [0035] has been 
submitted. Instead the amendment filed 7/13/01, submitted a replacement paragraph 
[0034] which was entered to replaced [0034]. This [0034] replacement did not result in 
inserting SEQ ID Nos; with the sequences in paragraph [0035]. Thus paragraph [0035] 
still results in sequence rule non-compliance. Similar apparently mistaken paragraph 
numbers utilized in the amendment, filed 7/13/01, resulted in remaining sequence rule 
non-compliance in paragraphs [0042] and [0051] as filed. Due to the replacement of 
misnumbered paragraphs, the specification now contains substantial duplicates etc. In 
order to prevent a very confused issued specification, the following requirement is set 
forth: 
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A substitute specification without requiring substitute abstract or claims is 
required pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .125(a) because of the confused amending as noted 
above. 

A substitute specification must not contain new matter. The substitute 
specification must be submitted with markings showing all the changes relative to the 
immediate prior version of the specification of record.

An accompanying 
clean version (without markings) and a statement that the substitute specification 
contains no new matter must also be supplied. Numbering the paragraphs of the 
specification of record is not considered a change that must be shown.
